paper, and has something to say each night about blind pigs and 


gambling, and all the other cheap little tricks of the 
professional 


evangelist—-then 
this paper says such a revival, meeting is a failure, 


and a miserable one. 
The after-effects of such revival meetings a r c 


much the same as the getting over of a long debauch—the people are 


g r o g g y from cheap and charlatan evangelism, and the result is f a r 


worse than if they had been left entirely alone. 


B u t when ministers of the community combine for the purpose of 


awakening the spirituality in the local c h u r c h e s ; when they conduct 


these services without outside assistance; when they deal with 
the 


questions honestly, as local ministers will, and paid evangelists will 


not—then the result is good and lasting, a n d the action should 
be 


commended and assisted.

ministers of four of the churches of Covina have been 
con 


ducting such a revival service for several weeks, 
and 
it is a 
big 


success. 
To say t h a t it is a big success is really more than the inin 


istcrs will say themselves, as they have felt somewhat 
disappointed 


that so few people have made open demonstration, " h a v e been saved, 


as they t e r m it. 
lint 
sudden results lire mighty poor results in the 


long run. 
A man who can be made clean in his spiritual makeup in 


three weeks may not be an impossibility, but he surely is a rarity, and 


the fact t h a t tlie.se revival meetings have, been going on for several 


•weeks with 
practically no " c o n v e r s i o n s , " 
is more a credit and a 


compliment 
to the town 
than otherwise. 
The meetings 
have 
been 


surprisingly we'll attended, which exemplifies the interest in spiritual 


things. 
The s t a n d a r d of preaching has carried a higher tone than is 


usual a t such services. 
Intelligent ministers in the pulpit were talk­ 


ing to intelligent, law-abiding people in the pews. 


I t certainly would be a low and degrading thing for Covina if the 


people should be carried a w a y by the c r a z y enthusiasm of former 


days, find should make hideous fools of themselves inside hie 
house 


of God, as m a n y ignorant people have in the past. 
The day has gone 


b y for th»i leaping and jumping and rocking b a c k w a r d and forward, 


and

paroxysms. 


Such a happening as this, or even any milder form of it, would be a

By t h e t e r m s of t h e treaty 
of Berlin, t h e consent of the powers 
w a s necessary to this action, but this 
was not given, even when Ferdinand 
accepted. 
Indeed, Turkey, as well as 
t h e European powers, did not recog­ 
nize Ferdinand for nearly ten years, 
but he was, from tho first, highly ac 
ceptiblo to his people, being 
brave, 
clear-Bighted, 
tactful 
and having

AUTHORITATIVE ARTICLE ON THE COUNTRY

Since last October, when t h e quick | 
,mobilization 
and successful 
advance 
of t h e . Balkan 
armies 
against 
their 
common 
enemy, 
Turkey, 
astonished 
t h e world, t h e r e h a s everywhere been 
surprise over the rem arkable progress 
m a d e in t h e past few years by Bul­ 
garia, the plucky leader and brains of 
the 
four-state 
federation. 
Even 
to 
citizens of the United States, 
where 
political development h a s been rapid, 
the radical change in a single genera­ 
tion, from 
Turkish 
serfdom to prac­ 
tically one of t h e m o s t 
progressive 
and 
purely 
democratic 
governments 
known to history, is bewildering. But 
back of this free government is t h e 
liberty-loving 
and 
justice-demanding 
spirit of t h e great majority of t h e five 
million people, most unlooked-for in. 
its high ideals and broad 
principles, 
after five centuries of the most cruel 
and degrading subjection a t the hands 
of t h e rapacious Turk. 


It is one of t h e marvels of our time 
that in practically thirty 
y e a r s . t h o s e 
who formerly knew n o form of free­ 
dom, should plan and m a k e possible, 
universal 
male 
suffrage, 
splendidly 
equipped popular education, for both 
boys and girls; one of the best penal 
systems 
extant, 
with 
probation 
for 
first 
offenders, 
Indeterminate-sentence 
and parole provisions; and quite un­ 
usual "social legislation." 
Laws com­ 
ing under this latter division, include 
government 
insurance 
against 
acci­ 
dent and sickness for all those em­ 
ployed 
on public 
w o r k s ; 
a 
similar 
compulsory insurance for all other la­ 
borers 
under corporation or 
private 
employ; t h e forbidding of the employ­ 
m e n t of women and girls In any and 
all trades or forms of business which 
would tend to Injure their health or 
morals; 
child 
life and 
development 
carefully 
guarded, no form of child 
industrial 
labor 
being 
allowed, and 
factory hygiene and safety device laws 
on all manufacturing 
machines, 
fully 
enforced. 


W h e n 
one realizes 
that 
Bulgaria, 
about t h e shape and size of the state 
of Pennsylvania, is as yet essentially 
an agricultural country, with 75 per 
cent of t h e people owning and culti­ 
vating their own farms, these unusual 
social laws a r e most remarkable. But 
it 
shows, most 
clearly, t h e 
careful, 
long-headed 
planning for the future, 
which h a s characterized t h e policies 
and work of t h e Bulgarian leaders for 
t h e past quarter-century. 


T h a t this prc^re<;!>. noticeable under 
t h e 
most 
auspicious 
conditions, h a s 
been made during disturbed and un­ 
settled years, when there w a s seem­ 
ingly no surety for future 
stability, 
m a k e s t h e advance still more remark­ 


able. For years the geographical, as 
well as political, buffer between Tur­ 
key and t h e European powers, betray 
ed and belittled alike by open enemy 
and false friend, Bulgaria looks with 
suspicion and distrust upon all Euro­ 
pean diplomacy and 
diplomats, 
but 
trusts fully the United 
States. And 
no one can wonder at his attitude, 
when he reads back through history's 
pagOB and sees how many times t h e 
long-persecuted 
country 
begged 
for 
help from h e r Turkish oppressor, and 
always in vain. Knowing full well the 
jealousy and tension between the pow­ 


ers, 
the 
wily 
Sultans 
pitted 
one 
against the other, and In the mean­ 
time, did as they willed with t h e Bui 
garian 
and 
Macedonian 
Christians 
Their only hejp came from this coun 
try. 


When, in 1878, independence, 
after 
a fashion, came the first 
great 
task 
set for itself by the new principality 
following t h e self-governing 
organlza 
tion, was the full and complete libera­ 
tion of their compatriots still 
under 
Turkish power. In 188(5, Eastern Rou 
melia w a s Incorporated into t h e Bui 
garian 
principality. In direct 
opposl 
tion to tho ruling of the European 
diplomats. -This union gave a greatly 
increased 
working 
force, and 
whil 
still improving steadily their own con 
dltlons, the people of larger Bulgarl 
began a carefully planned 
educational 
scheme, of tho moat 
unselfish 
type 
among their own people In Macedonia. 
This drain 
financially 
to an already 
heavily-taxed nation h a s been a tre 
mendous one, but so fully" has the r e 
sponslbllity been 
felt, not once has 
there been any cessation of the work 
With this one, all-controlling desire 
to free all t h e Balkan region from the 
deadly Turkish grip, Bulgaria, at great 
sacrifice of men, treasure and time— 
since all h e r young men In their prime 
must give a t least two years to mili­ 
tary service—organized years ago, an 
a r m y to that end, and drilling under 
competent 
leaders 
w a s 
incessant. 
When, last fall, the time came for the 
blow to be struck, practically 
every 
man available for service was ready 
and eager to go. T h e recruiting sta­ 
tions 
were 
crowded 
with t h e thou­ 
sands anxious to go to t h e front. 
To 
the complete 
surprise of the, Turks 
and the rest of the world there w a s 
no hitch In t h e plan or preparation. 
A deeper and truer patriotism than Is 
often seen, was back of the readiness 
of this nation to fight. Stories of i>u»t 
Bulgarian and Macedonian 
atrocltlcB, 
so foul and horrible as to be but whis­ 
pered with bated breath, had strength­ 
ened the purpose and nerved t h e arm 


ppreclate, hov. /er, his intense de­ 
sire to m a k e the most of the country 
and Its fine possibilities, as well as to 
secure for It the proper 
recognition 
a m o n g other nations. 
With this aim 
In view, he h a s worked patiently, stu 
dlously and with Increasing skill and 
success for over twenty years. 


T h e constitution of Bulgaria, which 
w a s adopted in 1879 and amended in 


1893, 
.places t h e executive power In 
t h e czar, with tho legislative 
respon 
slbility 
shared 
between 
himself and 
t h e national assembly. T h e assembly 
or sobranje, is m a d e up of deputies, 
one for every 20,000 inhabitants, elect­ 
ed by male suffrage. 
T h e czar m u s t 
sanction all m e a s u r e s passed by t h e 
assembly, and in emergencies or un­ 
der extraordinary circumstances, there 
is a great sobranje of twice the usual 
n u m b e r of deputies, but elected in tho 
same way. For administrative purpos­ 


es, 
t h e entire country is divided into 
two departments, districts and com 
mimes, t h e c o m m u n e being tho unit 
T h e ministry is divided into eight 
departments, president minister (for 
elgn affairs), minister of the interior 
minister of 
finances, 
minister of jus­ 
tice, minister of commerce and agrl 
culture, minister of public works and 
communications, minister of public in 
structlon, and minister of war. Thl 
cabinet is responsible to the national 
assembly and to t h e czar, or as h e Id 
commonly called, t h e king. 
Following 
Russian 
occupation, 
district 
courts 
and justices of the peace were insti­ 
tuted, with three courts of appeal and 
supreme court, t h e lattor 
meeting 
at Sofia, t h e capital. 


E a c h commune h a s its local 
coun 


ell, 
and each department Its provln 
clal 
assembly, 
whoso 
members 
ar 
elected for three years. 
Election 
the national assembly Is for five years 
In 
considering the rapid 
progress 
made by Bulgaria the query naturally 
arises as to how this h a s been accom 
plished. Racial character, travel, edu 
cation and contact with other progres 
slve nations 
have each had a 
part 
and 
share in tho great, result. 
Hut 
those who know most fully tho condi­ 
tions in the past 
forty 
years, 
give 
large credit to two rather unusual In­ 
fluences. 
One is Robert colloge, which 
h a s trained, almost without exception, 
tho leaders In e v e r y phaHO of national 
progress. And the other was a weekly 
paper, t h e Zornitza, edited by an Am­ 
erican missionary, Rov, T. L. Dying- 
ton, D.D., who, in spite of Turkish op­ 
position 
and 
Greek 
clergy, 
taught 
thirty years, stirring 
lessons of the 
fundamental 
principles 
of 
national 
life. 
Sturdy, Intelligent 
Independence 
and 
an unusual 
appreciation 
of tho 
possibilities 
and 
responsibilities 
of 
citizenship were tho result.—Los An 
geles Times.

lous muss we shall be as much over­ 
joyed a s surprised. 
One of the things 
to be treated is the tariff on 
citrus 
fruits. 
And 
unless the 
members 
of 
the 
committee 
on 
ways 
and 
m e a n s 
and of congress generally are not put 
In possession of the facts by the Cali­ 
fornia congressmen and senators 
we 
are likely to find ourselves In a muss 
more tragic t h a n ridiculous. T h e ad­ 
vocates of free oranges and 
lemons 
will harp vociferously on the fact that 
orange groves In California sell for as 
high as $2500 an acre and that these 
are supposed to pay a good 
Interest 
on that price as an investment. 
There 
may be here and there a little patch 
of oranges that will do it. The writer 
picked off his own orange tree twenty- 
two field boxes of seedling fruit more 
than thirty years ago. But there were 
a hundred trees in the same orchard 
that did not yield a packed box each. 
Then 
a 
good 
many 
orange 
groves 
bring fancy prices because they con­ 
tain fancy improvements and are In­ 
tended rather for gentlemen's country 
homes than revenue-producers. 
Other 
groves 
bring 
high 
prices 
as 
a 
speculation for cutting up into build­ 
ing lots because they are near grow­ 
ing towns. T h e county of Riverside is 
the banner one for oranges in Califor­ 
nia. There are in that county 1,021,957 
oange trees, and the exact number of 
boxes of oranges picked from them In 
1910, a good year, was 2,006,902 boxes. 
Now that is about the average yield 
of the orange trees of the state. T h e r e 
are groves of mature trees In excep­ 
tionally 
favorable 
situations and 
ex­ 
ceptionally well cared for that produce 
year and year out perhaps five boxes 
to the tree. At the most that would 
be $400 or $500 an acre gross, and 


when all the expenses are paid 
the 
results are not what 
they might 
be 
thought to be from the prices paid for 
fancy property. 
At two boxes to the 


tree the income from the crop would 
ho about $150 to $200 an acre, 
and 


when nil the expenses are paid 
this 
leaves no millionaire income for 
the 
owner.—Los Angeles Times.
